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HEALTH OFFICER’S REPORT 
For the Year of 1951. 


Listed below are the contagious diseases reported to 
the Health Officer during the year of 1951:—Mumps 
—5; Influenza—43 ; Lobar pneumonia—13; Septic Sore 
Throat—66; Vincent’s Angina—1; Scabies—21; Pedi- 
culosis—10; Chickenpox—12; German Measies—38; 
Measles—2; Virus Pneumonia—10; Scarlet Fever—1; 
Cancer—4; Gonorrhea—1l11; Syphilis—2; Tuberculo- 
sis—2; Occupational Diseases—3; Diphtheria—0; Un- 
dulant Fever—0; Acute Infectious Meningitis—1l1; 
Impetigo—33; Whooping Cough—29; Broncho-pneu- 
monia—9; Rheumatic Fever—2; Malaria—1l; Chan- 
chroid Disease—1; Typhoid Fever—0; Poliomyelitis 
—4; :— The above listing is accurate only to the 
extent of cases reported to the Health Officer. Report- 
ing of cases remains Very Lax. Parents and Others 
whom have direct knowledge of infectious diseases 
being present are required by Law to report them to 
the Health Officer unless otherwise designated. Forms 
for this purpose may be had from Health Officer at 
anytime. Penalties are severe for negligence in obeying 
this Statute. 

There were moderate outbreaks of Influenza and 
Whooping Cough during the early Months of the Year. 
No fatalities were directly attributed to these diseases. 
Whooping Cough was prevalent particularly amongst 
the smaller children and in a few cases ran a prolonged 
time. Septic Sore Throats were more or less prevalent 
during the entire Year varying in severity at different 
times. Many of these were traced to direct exposure 
from one to the other. Infantile Paralysis cases were 
four in number. The first three were exceptionally mild 
and were over in a few days. The Fourth Case was more 
severe and required the temporary precautionary re- 
striction of the Groveton High School Basketball Squad 
for one week. Otherwise the Town experienced average 
health. I do believe that more accurate reporting of 
contagiuos diseases might help considerably in the 
spread of infectious diseases. At least it would give 
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the Health Department a knowledge of what was go- 
ing on. The biggest cause of wide spreading of infec- 
tious diseases remains with the people, if and when 
they do not feel good particularly those with head 
colds, sore throats, coughs, general malaise, etc., would 
stay away from others, remain at home a great de- 
crease in infectious diseases would be had. 

There were 54 collections of water made. 30 at 
Groveton Village, 15 at Northumberland Village and 
9 from private sources. The Groveton Supply showed 
an extremely Bad B-Coli contamination in 25 out of 
the 30 samples analyzed. This means that this supply 
is contaminated with Fecal Material either of human 
or animal nature. The most likely is human in origin. 
The most probable causes are listed below. (1) Woods 
operation in water shed area. (2) Repair and other 
work on system. (8) Cattle in water shed area. The last 
mentioned is probably the least likely as there were 
very few cattle in the water shed area and none during 
the winter months but the water still showed b-coli 
contamination in these colder times. This situation is 
not good and the serious thought goes along with it 
that the only remedy that is at all satisfactory is 
Chlorination of the supply. 

The Northumberland Village supply showed con- 
tamination with b-coli only in 4 of the 15 samples taken 
and these were during the Summer months when 
people travelled in the area of the water shed or fished 
in this same area. 

The nine private samples sent in all were reported as 
safe. It was particularly noted that none of these 
showed b-coli contamination. All were properly chori-- 
nated after building and properly protected from sur- 
face contamination. 

The Groveton Village supply is also very inadequate 
in amount particularly as there is being an extra de- 
mand for more water by reason of more uses by the 
installation and modernizing and increase in number 
of new homes and also number of people. It requires 
an estimated 105 gallons per person per day for satis- 
factory amount of water, this of course includes fire- 
protection. Our present water shed will not yield any 
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more water. There is a rough estimate that there is a 
loss of about 7% from our water shed but this would 
not be enough to anywhere near make up for our defi- 
ciency. One large fire would practically make us water- 
less. One real dry Season would put us in a Very Haz- 
ardous condition in fact it would be disastrous. There 
may be considerable loss of water through open faucets, 
continuous flowing bubblers, etc. I believe that there are 
now in operation alone at the Groveton Papers Com- 
pany 20 or more bubblers which are running continu- 
ously day and night. This situation should be eradicated 
and these continuous flowing bubblers be disconnected 
and replaced with the type of bubblers which auto- 
matically shut off and to prevent running water a long 
period of time to cool it off the self cooling type of 
bubbler should be installed. Briefly our supply is 
markedly insufficient and very badly contaminated. 
Immediate attention is a necessity. 

Our sewer system is more fully taken up under the 
report given by the Sewer Investigation Committee 
so I will not go into detail here only stating again that 
extra demands put on our present system overloads it 
and therefor the system needs corrections and addi- 
tions. Remember expansion of the Town housing re- 
quires expansion of the Sewerage disposal. Precise 
recommendations can be seen under report of afore- 
said Sewer Investigation Committee. 

Rubbish:—The Board of Health’s persistent. head- 
ache 99% of which is due to just plain negligence, 
carelessness and I don’t give a damn attitude or I'll 
get by with it until I am made to do something about 
it. It is hard to surmise or comprehend why merchants 
like to clutter up their backyards with cartons, papers, 
garbage, decaying fruit, empty cans, bottles, ice cream 
cartons, etc., likewise it is hard to find the answer 
why people like to throw these same things by the 
wayside, under their neighbors noses or any old place 
so long as they get rid of it. 

However, it is so and it is continuous year after 
year, often the same offenders. These offences are not 
only a nuisance but are often the worst of fire hazards 
as well. There is one suggestion or two that might help. 
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First there should be a twice weekly rubbish collec- 
tion for Village of Groveton. This would leave less 
for accumulation, less decaying of garbage materials 
and certainly leave no excuse for not getting it out 
on the street for the time of collection. Rubbish is not 
the cleanest and most unodorous stuff to handle after 
it has been about for a week or more especially during 
the Summer months. Precinct Commissioners or Fire 
Department: heads should make an occasional inspec- 
tion for fire hazards in merchants backyards. I believe 
this would eliminate many of these people stock piling 
in backyards. 

Merchants carrying rubbish to the dump should 
use more caution in guarding against it blowing off 
and scattering along the roadside, this also should 
apply to the Groveton Papers Company trucks carry- 
ing loose paper or other materials to the dump and 
also from Groveton to Northumberland, in fact, it 
should apply to everyone. It doesn’t cost much to stay 
clean and it certainly looks much better. Let’s all give 
ited try: 
~ The Dump used by the Wyoming Valley Mill at 
Northumberland creates another bad situation. Not 
only is this a tremendous eyesore but a nuisance and 
a serious fire hazard as well. Also a disagreeable situa- 
tion. for the people who must live in this vicinity. 
There have been entered into this office several com- 
plaints and it will be necessary to do something about 
it in the very near future. Rubbish collections should 
be started in this Village this coming Spring and all 
dumping into and on the banks of the Connecticut 
River forbidden. Each Spring and occasionally during 
the Summer months very unsanitary conditions exist 
along the banks of this stream at Northumberland. 

The new booster tank on Groveton Heights has been 
installed and properly chlorinated and is now in onera- 
tion. This will increase the pressure in the system on 
Groveton Heights for both domestic and fire protection 
needs. This tank has a capacity of 33,000 gallons and 
should supply satisfactory water in amount and pres- 
sure under ordinary conditions but it does not increase 
the overall amount of the Groveton supply. Water is 
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a precious commodity in Groveton, it is scarce and 

limited in amount therefor it must be saved and great 

care must be used to conserve it. Do not run water 
unnecessarily, don’t leave faucets open unless in use. 

Save it wherever possible. 

Summarizing most important corrections needed in 

my opinion are:—. . 

1 Obtain more and clean up water contamination. 

2 Increase capacity of present sewer system and ex- 

tension to areas not at present included. 

3 Better rubbish and garbage disposal including twice 
a week collection in Groveton Village and once a 
week at Northumberland Village. 

Eradication of dump in center of Northumberland 
Village. 

Better reporting and more co-operative reporting 
of contagious diseases. 

Eradication of continuous running bubblers. 
Inspection of merchants backyards for rubbish, 
papers and other accumulations periodically. 
Investigation of sewer conditions at Northumber- 

land and extensions to new areas about Groveton.
